Scientific Link Found For Narrow-minded Minds 
Monday, October 12, 1998 


UCLA RESEARCH PARK, CA--Privately-funded researchers 
have discovered a link between excessive 

education and narrow-mindedness. At least that is what 
this sure-to-be controversial study demonstrated 
using laboratory rats. The highly scientific project was conducted in 
accordance with accepted research standards, and 
required ten years and the use of more than 20,000 rat individuals. 


Rats that received the most education, the study 

concluded, had the most difficulty fending for themselves when 
introduced to a natural environment, after a lifetime of highly 
socialized acculturation. 


According to Dr. Michael Pritchard, the project's director, central to 
the study was the discovery that rats do possess the 

ability to communicate using Morse code, and a majority number of the 
rat population was successful in learning more than 

two-hundred different words. Because rats have no vocal cords, a 
specially fabricated ramp substituted for the Morse code 

key, which rats learned to use to signal their wishes and desires. 
Listening to and deciphering the Morse code was no problem 

for the rodents (all rats have ears). 


The experimental rat colony consisted of two classes of rats. About 
half with no ability whatsoever to transmit Morse code, 

and the remainder trained or educated to rat-write (if you will) 
several dozen to more than two-hundred words. While all rats 

in the study were trained to comprehend Morse code to varying degrees, 
only the educated class knew how to operate the 

speaking ramps and give commands. 


Educated rats were taught to compose, for example, the word "grain" 
using Morse code whenever they were hungry. The 

corresponding "dits" and "dahs" were then electronically received 
across rodent land by uneducated rats that competed for a 
treadmill next to a granary, knowing in advance that a few grains 
would emerge whenever the Morse code for "grain" was 

heard and a five-minute effort on the treadmill was put forth. Not 
only did these uneducated rats receive food for their 

vigilance and effort, but grain was also dispensed ( la Rube 
Goldberg) to the rats across town that articulated the commands. 
In this way, any educated rat could call for grain at will, anda 
corresponding uneducated worker rat would effect the food. In 
other words, educated rats were able to eat by merely articulating 
their wishes, while uneducated rats had to work not only 

for their own food, but unwittingly for that of their educated 
counterparts, too. A situation not unlike the real world in human 
land, disguised by a complex exchange economy. 


Educated rats that spent near-lifetimes eating on the backs of 
treadmillers slowly died of starvation when their Morse code 

keys were disabled. Unable or unwilling to forage for 
readily-available food elsewhere, these rats threw instinct to the 
wind 

and preferred to transmit Morse code commands fruitlessly and in vain 
until dead. Some reverted to stealing food from 


worker rats, but always died in rodent fights when their fat hind 
quarters, unfit bodies and dementia where no match for the 
healthier, stronger and more intuitive slave individuals. 


Tread-mill rats, on the other hand, did not die of starvation when 
effort no longer produced fruit (grain). To the contrary, these 
voracious workers demonstrated remarkable ability to revert to their 
basic survival instincts and food-foraging skills, which 

then artificially demanded problem-solving, intuitive ability, and use 
of long-term memory to locate constantly changing food 

stores purposefully complicated by difficult maze corridors. 


Even when educated rats were removed from their Morse code environment 
and placed into a natural wild setting, they still 

were unable to figure out how to find or forage for food. They 
appeared confused and dumbfounded that Morse code ramps 

no longer were present to articulate their thoughts, assumed postures 
that indicated signs of severe mental depression and 

finally died a horrible, slow death. 


Autopsies on these unfortunate, educated rats revealed that their 
brains no longer had all of their neuron paths that once were 
present between the sensory and the motor lobes. In other words, a 
lifetime on easy street resulted in sever degeneration of 

neuron paths that are responsible for survival and resulted in 
dementia and narrow-minded minds that no longer were much 

good to stay alive. 


So long as the Morse code ramp remained throughout an educated rat's 
lifetime, the animal survived, albeit at the expense of 
health, fitness and obviously, vital neuron paths in its brain. 


A firestorm of protest has clouded the release of this study, 
according to Dr. Pritchard, and a group of Eastern establishment 
institutions led by Harvard University obtained a court-ordered 
injunction against publication of his results. That order was 

later overturned by a pro-First Amendment federal judge in New York. 


Dr. Pritchard said that he will soon be releasing another study, which 
will document consequences and behavior of rats placed 

in an environment complete with a cursory exchange economy utilizing 
money. In other words, his rats were taught the 

concept of money, and then forced to earn it to pay for everything 
from food to sleeping nests.

In the early 90's, Boger Sonntag wrote an article in Radio Electronics 
(subsequently appeared in the 1991 Electronics Experimenters handbook) 
describing a communications device that utilized an infra-red LED as XMTR, and 
a photodiode as a RCVR. This combination allowed a communications distance of 
about 1/4 to 1/2 mile depending on the intensity of the IR LED used. 


General Science and Engineering of Rochester, NY provided parts and complete 
kits for the Light Beam Communicator as described in this article. They sold 
about 100 kits at this time, and they are no longer available. 


Does anybody know the whereabouts of any of these kits? I would be interested 
in constructing two of the kits for a complete two-way system. Each kit 
consisted of all the electrical and mechanical parts for the XMTR and RCVR. 
Also available were small telephone-type headsets and handsets.

That worked, but since you 
insist on all homebrew, I made a converter for 20 mc to 12 mc using an 
old 2M 
crystal." "I feed the '522's 12 mc IF and cover about 600 kc of 6M with 
the fine tune. If I need more, I just rewind another of the TV channel 
sections, since there are 12." 


Christie looked in on us for a moment as I finished reciting, and I 
heard a hair dryer start up before Frank spoke again. "All that is 
sound." "No 
problems with images and I see you have added regeneration both to the 12 
mc IF and to the detector;" "But what is that little silver thing beside 
the FT-243?" 


I braced myself. I knew Frank toyed with transistors, but these old 
timers sometime resist other advances. "It is a Mini Circuits SBL-1," I 
said. 

"A complete double ballanced mixer." I drew the pinout and a rough,

So you can teach an old dog new tricks and if you see Frank in his 
Frazier (with Christie following in a Toyota Land Crusier) and note his 
smile, you can bet he is reading the mail. His mobile is a pair of 35s. 


That explains the Brandes ‘phones.

Hi Folks, 
While resting up for Tuesday night fox fun, I have been reading the thread on 


resonant speakers. The MFJ rigs I use have top firing speakers, and I have 
never been too impressed with the audio quality coming out. (With headphones 


or earbuds, it's fine, though.) In the closet I had a large cardboard mailing 
tube ( 2.75 inch inner diameter ) with a plastic insert end cap. I hacked 
4.75 inches off this thing and just set the tube right over the MFJ speaker 
opening, with the plastic insert cap set at an angle inside the top rim to act 
as a forward firing baffle. 


I could not believe the improvement this made..a nice audio peak about 700 Hz, 
and noticeable audio gain. No extra speaker, no plugs, no cables..If you have 
a rig with a top mounted speaker, give it a try..it's amazing!

As far as keyers go, I have a SuperCmos II and love it. 
As far as RCA connectors for 12VDC - DON'T DO IT. 


I change them out to coaxial type (available at Radio Shack) 
with the + on the center and - on the barrel. 


I also put a 5V regulator (also from R-S) on the DC input of 
the keyer (I mounted the reg on a small piece of perfboard 

and glued it to the cap of the speaker with a dab of silicone) 
so I could run a 9V battery or hook it to a 12VDC power source 
in the shack. 


There is the newer model SuperCmos III with more memory banks (6)

hi all, 


I bought some of the Xicon Small Metal Oxide Power Resistors from Mouser 
for an SWR bridge i'm making for an ATU. Body size (mm) /Pricing: 


1W 10 x 4 (#281-value $0.13 each) 
2W 12 x 5 (4#282-value $0.19 each) 
3W 16 x 5.5(4#283-value $0.39 each) 
5W 25 x 8 (4#285-value $0.49 each) 


Decent though not exhaustive range of values available. I bought some 51 
ohm and some 100 ohm of the 1, 2, and 3W sizes. The 5W model sounds too big 
for me. 


To test them for use at HF, i built one of the 51 ohm 3W models into a 
BNC-male connector for use as a dummy load (pin soldered to resistor lead, 
body of resistor sticks out back, and other lead folds over to be soldered 
to crimp area of connector). Plugged it onto an MFJ 259 analyzer (older 
model) through a PL-259 : BNC adapter. 


Needle barely moves through 54 MHz. From 54 MHz through 174 MHz, the 
indicated SWR moves up to 1.2:1. 


My take on this: the relatively inexpensive 3W power resistor may be useful 
for QRP projects as an alternative to series/paralleling several low 
wattage resistors. I didn't test (yet) the other size models, but would 
guess that being of the same series, would give similar results. 


I know folks on the list occassionally ask about power resistors at HF, so 
i figured i'd post these findings.

Well, I have a little more data on through the glass mounts. 

First, some history. 

About 10-15 years ago I bought an Avanti glass mount antenna which has 
served me well. A few months ago, I decided to remount it on my wife's car 
for a trip. unfortunately, my son drove off with the car before the 


adhesive had cured, and that was the end of that antenna. 


Well, I couldn't find another antenna from Avanti, and I didn't like the 


looks of the Radio Shack version, so I got a Pro-Am antenna from AES. It 
appeared to be virtually identical to the Avanti, except that it was black 
instead of chrome. This antenna works quite well. 


Last weekend at a hamfest, I picked up an MFJ glass mount antenna for my 
wife's car. Well, I just mounted it and I can say it is no way in the same 
league as the Pro-Am. Although it cost only a few dollars less, you would 
think it was a quarter of the price. Relatively, the MFJ is a piece of 
junk. 


Both have a box inside and a mount outside to which the whip is screwed. 
Both are attached with sticky foam. On the Pro-Am, the mount is metal. 

The area around the foam is sealed with silicone, which also serves to 
attach a plastic cover which protects the silicone. No such arrangement on 
the plastic MFJ mount. The foam is exposed to the elements - no doubt it 
will crumble in a year. In addition, the Pro-Am mount is a little smaller 
horizontally and the foam a little thicker. This allows you to take up the 
slight curvature in most rear windows. The MFJ is quite large, and the 
foam very thin. You better have a very flat window. 


The Pro-Am allows the angle of the whip to be adjusted continuously, and 2 
large screws anchor it into place in the metal mount. In the plastic MFJ 
mount, there is one small screw. To solve this problem, MFJ provided a 
ratchet arrangement which only permits the whip to be adjusted at 
approximately 30 degree intervals. You have to be very lucky to get this 
antenna vertical. 


For as often as I use my wife's car, this antenna will do - as long as I 
remember to remount it annually before the foam falls apart. But if you 
are considering one of these, I'd suggest spend the extra few bucks and get 
the Pro-Am. (The Larsen might even be better, but they didn't have those 
for 2M at this particular hamfest - I looked!)

Howdy ! 


I have known and loved a couple of Argonauts since my 
first 505 back in 1973. Back then, a 4 pole SSB filter 
always worked fine. Since then, a couple of articles 
have shown up with suggestions for additional IF 
filtering for the 9 MHz IF in that rig. Many have 

put in the Ten Tec 8 pole filter on the main board 

for better selectivity. 


I have found that the 8 pole filter installation on 
the main board still allows a bunch of blow by just 
outside the 2.7 KHz range. It disturbs me. I have 
found that by adding the filter physically removed 
from that board by using mini coax will dramatically 
reduce the blow by. I suspect that there is some 
physical reason that induces coupling or something.... 


In my 515 I kept the stock 4 pole filter in place. Then 
I put in an additional 4 pole filter (from another 515) 
under the radio from the receive line only, wired with 
mini coax (much like the QQ articles indicate for the 
multiple filter switching box for the Argo) and it makes 
the radio sing, goodbye blowby. 


Simple and very nice improvement!

I used one for years, and it worked great -- as long as I got a good 
counterpoise attachment. I recommend lifting one of the sheet metal 
screws that hold the trim piece above the windshield, and putting the a 
crimp-on connector under that. The antenna won't work as well as a 
Larson, but it also won't get knocked off your truck every time you go 
into a parking garage. 


Once caution -- before you try to put it in the center of your 
windshield, make sure it will clear the wipers. The first time I put 
mine on, it didn't. Pretty embarassing when you're out in the middle of 
nowhere and it starts to rain!
